DISTINGUISHED FRENCH TURFMAN DIES. 



New York, October 14. — Piping Rock, which set 
the ball rolling for racing in this vicinity last year 
and continued it this season, intends to conduct the 
sport on a more ambitions basis than ever next 
year. At a dinner held at the Piping ltock Club 
last Friday night, the success of the opening day 
of the fall meeting on Saturday was anticipated as 
well as the day's sport scheduled for next Satur- 
day. when more important events are to be decided. 

There were atiout fifty patrons of racing at the 
dinner, including Thomas Hitchcock, Harry Payne 
Whitney. Samuel Willets. Frederick Johnson, Her- 
bert L. Pratt, Jay F. Carlisle, F. Ambrose Clark 
and Henry Rogers Wlnthrop. The success of the 
many novel features promoted by the club has been 
phenomenal and it was the iiersonal interest of the 
club members, who spent their own money freely, 
that made them so. Now comes a proposition to 
revive long-distance racing with a subscription race 
for four miles on the hat to lie run during the 
spring and fall meetings next year. 

Frederick Johnson, vigorous supporter of the turf 
and whose ancestors for generations have been lead- 
ers in the sport, is the instigator of the proposed 
innovation, and though there was some difference 
of opinion as to whether the modern thoroughbred 
is fitted for a contest over such a long distance there 
were enough supporters of tlie scheme to raise on 
the spot half Of the $7.0ts» purse for the lace. Mr. 
Johnson gave it as his opinion that uothiug will 
stimulate the breeding of race horses with stamina 
so much as such a race, which was the fashion in 
this country fifty years ago. It was recalled that 
one of the greatest races in American history at 
four miles was before the war. whitli Sir Henry 
representing the south and Eclipse upholding the 
fortunes of the north. The race was run on Long 
Island and after the first two heats had resulted in 
a win for each. Eclipse won the final struggle. 
General Johnson, grandfather <*f Frederick Johnson, 
was the leader of tlie group of southern sportsmen 
who brought Sir Henry here for the race, whili 
Eclipse was ridden by Mr. Purdy, grandfather of 
B ituont Purdy, a member of the Piping Rock Asso- 
ciation. This will make the revival at Piping Rock 
of peculiar interest and it may be taken for granted 
that Frederick Johnson, who owns some good race 
torses, will have an entry to try and win the laurels 
which Sir Henry tailed to take. 

Another novel event which met with even more 
enthusiasm was the Piping Rock Grab Bag Handi- 
cap. proposed hy Tlimuas Hitchcock. This is a 
subscription event for two-year-olds, for which sub- 
scriptions will close ou November 10. 1913. The 

original subscription is $70 and a further subscrip- 
tion of $70 each will lie required before May 10. 
1914. when the horses must lie nominated. Starter; 
w ill pay $100 additional, 'fie- Piping Rock Assoeia 
t ion will add $1,000 and all the subscriptions and 
added money will go to tlie winner. The distanc 
will be four and a half furlongs, and tlie weights 
will lie announced five days before the race. Sul, 
scriptions to tlie race will he open to tlie members 
of the racing association, but tlie conditions 
arranged so that a subscriber way lease a horsp 
for the race to run under his colors. Indications are 
that there will be forty or lift y subscribers, insur 
ing a purse of at least $7,000. This is with a view 
of attracting the best two-year-olds in the country 
to tlie Piping Rock spring meeting next year. 

John J. Graham, who presided at tlie dinner, an 
mmuceil an event for tlie spring or fall meeting, 
which may turn out to tie the tiest steeplechase of 
the year. Tills is the W. Burling Cocks Memorial 
Steeplechase for a purse of $5,000 and a cup, both 
purse ami cup being offered by a prominent Lent: 
Islander related to Mr. Cocks. All the subscrip 
tions for purses for this year's meeting were con- 
tinued for next, excepting those for the Pipin_ 
Rock two-year-olds, which are exhausted with the 
present fail meeting. 

For the second and last day of the fall meeting 
next Saturday, the races are more important than 
those run last Saturday. There is $7,700 left of the 
amount subscribed for tlie two-year-olds and this 
will lie raced for at one mile. There will lie the 
Harbor Hill Cup for three-year-old steeplechasers, 
given by Clarence II. Maekay. with $3,000 added. 
Twenty-four entries have licon received and tlie race 
is expected to draw t He largest number of starters 
of any steeplechase run this year. The other events 
are: Piping Rock Oaks, for three-year-old fillies for 
h (tip and purse of $1,000, offered by Frederick 
Johnson: Hunters Race over tin- hunting course of 
three and a half miles, and the Brook Champion 
Steeplechase for a cup offered by the Brook Club 
with $1,000 added by the association. This cup 
must be won twice to become the property ol tlie 
winner. It was won last year by F. Ambrose Clark 
with Meadow Sweet.

Tlie death is announced of the Hue de Fezensac.

He 
shared at one time the fortunes as owner of the 
1 >ii<- de Fitr.- James, but lii.s health was undermined 
by the grief lie experienced at the death of his 
wife, the Duchess de Fezenac, from which he never 
absolutely rallied. At the death of the Due de

the honor offered Dim by Ids colleagues, for lie 
passed away last Tuesday morning. Septeinlier 30. 
much regretted by all who had approached Dim 
and been aide to appreciate Ids loyal and generous 
qualities. — laitidou .Sportsman.

CANADIAN LAW MAY BE AMENDED. 



Novel Point Brought Up as Result of Protest Against 
Long Meeting at Vancouver. 



Vancouver. B. C., October 14. — The question of 
whether the pari-mutuel machines used in connec- 
tion with betting on various Canadian race tracks 
are “disinterested stake holders’’ or not has ariseu 
as a result of the visit of a delegation of the 
Vancouver Board of Trade to Hon. C. J. Doherty, 
Canadian Minister of Justice, in an effort to ascer- 
tain what can be done to prevent a repetition of the 
extended race meetings conducted here during tlie 
past two summers in spite of the limitations imposed 
by the Canadian law, under which meetings held on 
other tracks are restricted to fourteen days each 
year. 

Mr. Doherty was informed that Attorney-General 
Bowser, of British Columbia, had said that the re- 
stricting provisions of the Miller act could not lie 
enforced, he holdiug that the pari-mutuel machine 
was a “disinterested” party to the betting. In other 
words, the pari-mutuel was the same as a strange 
stakeholder between two betting parties. This 
was a new view to the Minister, and he said that 
while he was not in a position to give an offhand 
statement with regard to the alleged impossibility 
of enforcing the act. he would give it study with a 
view to remedying it by additional legislation, so 
ttiat extended racing and betting would be pre- 
vented. 



TIMELY GOSSIP FROM KENTUCKY. 



Louisville, Ky., October 14. — Trainer John Wal- 
ters anticipates giving the brilliant three-year-old. 
Great llritaiu, a trying work-out within the next 
(lay or two aud if the son of The Commoner appears 
to have all Dis ilasli ami speed, G. M. Hemlrie's 
crack will start in the Falls City Handicap, six fur- 
longs, here next Saturday. Walters has some fear 
that the long races Great Britain ran duriug the 
cii.se of his campaign in Canada may have dulled 
Dis sliced, and then again he lias lieen especially 
pointing the colt for his eugagement in the $4,0' >0 
Autumn Iuaugural Handicap, oue mile and a six- 
teenth, the feature of the opening day of the La- 
tonia meeting next Monday. Walters does uot 
doubt that Great Britain will he iu superb condition 
for his Latouia eugagement and he is now re- 
garded as a sure starter. Great Britain appears 
strong and lusty. A great mans* good judges think 
this Canadian-owned eolt is the best three-year-old 
at any distance now iu training and believe that he 
is as capable of holdiug his own iu a short race 
like tlie Falls City Handicap as wHl as over tin 
mile and a sixteenth course, the distance of I.aton- 
ia's first big event this fall. 

J. t). Keene and T. C. McDowell spent Sunday 
it> Lexington working out the yearlings that they 
have there. None went quarters faster than 25, 
owing to the heavy condition of tlie Kentucky Assn 
ciation track. They report that all the yearlings 
look good and seem to lie doing well iu their first 
training. Keene says tlie Oddfellow colts lie lias 
in charge atv unusually large and are all around tile 
best Walking band of youngsters raised at J. N. Cam- 
den's Hartlaml Farm since he lias been trainer for 
that establishment. 

Amos Turney, owner of Horron. Klebtirne and other 
good horses, while at Lexington Sunday purchased 
two more yearling colts. These in* secured from 

John Nichols and they are both by Transvaal, a 
son of Commando. He seems well pleased with hi 
latest purchase. 

Trainer Dan Lelian has the speedv sprinter, Casey 
Jones, alNiut up to a race, but will not enter him 
until lie hears from owner A. P. Humphrey. Jr., 
who is now in Virginia. Lehau is disinclined to 

start the son of Royal Flush III. in the Falls City 
Handicap next Saturday, as he does not think he is 
quite up to contesting with such fiyers as will en 
gage In this event. If he does not start iu thh 
stake, he will not carry colors until the I.atonia 
meeting. Casey Jones has not raced since he won 
a six furlongs race in 1:12% with 114 pounds up at 
Latonia last July. 

Trainer Charles Rills has received a letter from 
W. O. Joplin iu which that Kentucky turfman stated 
he would not re*urn west again this fall, having de- 
cided to ship his stable, now at Laurel, to Baltimore 
and then to Norfolk. Va.. at the close of racing in 
Maryland. lie Informed Bills that he had been meet- 
ing with fair success during the Maryland racing 
season. 

Trainer J. W. May has so far gathered together 
eight yearlings from which to secure his two-year 
old racing string for 1914 and has these youngsters 
at present at the Kentucky Association track at 
Lexington. C. T. Worthington, owner of that 
speedy filly. Theresa Gill, is interested with May in 
the ownership of these youngsters. 

0. A. Bianchi bought Hocuir from trainer C. 
W. Carroll, acting for A. B. Spreckela. a day or two 
ago. on the strength of a promising work-out of 
five-eighths in 1:00%. Trainer Carroll is endeavor- 
ing to weed out the big string he lias here in 
charge, but has so far disposed of only two of the 
fifteen horses shipped here hy Mr. Spreckels. Those 
he docs not sell privately he will ship from Latonia 
to Juarez, where they will be joined by a dozen or 
more yearlings that will he sent there early in No- 
vember from the Napa Stock Farm in California 
Having such a big baud of yearlings to look after 
and develop duriug the coining winter is tin* reason 
trainer Carrol] is endeavoring to reduce the big strip 
he has in training here. 

A horse that is now going promisingly in his 
training at Churchill Downs is the four-year-old 
Vanir. a stable companion of the good fillly. Floral 
Bark. This ~ood horse won the $.7,000 Coeur d'Alene 
Derby last season and ran a number of other good 
races. F. J. Grefer thinks he is gradually cumin 
back to his best form and from appearance Vanir 
looks as if he will stand continued training and 
much racing in the near future. Because he was 
under suspicion, his owners made no stake engage 
tnents for Vanir in Kentucky tliis fall. If he goes 
through the winter in good condition he will lie en- 
tered for the inmortant stakes of 1914. 

T. B. Hayes does not own a single yearling. A 
eolt hy Galveston, out of his mare Lady Strathmore, 
died and a colt by McGee — Lottie Darr. got his fool 
caught in a fence and crippled himself. His remain 
ing mares. Miss Mae Day, Sans Bareli II.. Lillie 
Turner aud Algie M.. did not produce last year. Al- 
gle M.. (lain of the Kentucky Derby winner, Donerail. 
is in foal to Beep o'Day. while Miss Mae Day ami 
Lillie Turner are in foal to Ballot. Lady Strathmore 
to Beep o’Day. Ixittie Darr to Toddington and Sans 
Bareil II. to McGee. It is the first time in Hayes' 
experience as a breeder that his mares have" no 
yearliug or weanling foals living.

HANDICAP AT CHURCHILL DOWNS. 



Theresa Gill, Showing Sudden Return to Her Good 
Form, Wins the Race, with Jim Basey Second 
— Horses Fall, but Riders Escape Injury. 




Louisville, Ivy.. October 14. — Big fields were the 
rule at Churchill Downs this afternoon in all but 
two instances, and the large number of starters iu 
some of the races brought about unavoidable crowd- 
ing and several spills. Luckily, no serious results 
fallowed. The Worst looking lull came ill the fifth 
race, a mile dash, iu which fifteen were originally 
entered, the largest number that has been carded 
for a year or two in any race aside from a stake 
event, on a Kentucky track. Withdrawals reduced 
tin* Held to twelve starters and they came to the 
first turn in a compact group. Bittra, the favor- 
ite. was caught in a bad jam and went down with 
jockey Grhier when she jumped on tlie heels of the 
horse iu front of her. Tlie boy was knocked uncon- 
scious and it took some time for Dim to recover, hut 
he escaped injury. Tin* other fall occurred just as 
tlie thirteen starters in the third race were uliout 
to round into the stretch. Miss Barn Ilurlior was 
then in a poniineut position, hut went down as a re- 
sult of crowding, for which Goose ou Bronzewiug 
was held responsible, and was suspended by the stew- 
ards for the rest of the meeting. J. McDonald, the 
rider of Miss Barn Harbor, rode in tlie following 
race. 

The sprint handicap at six l'urlougs which featured 
the catal went to Theresa Gill, with Jim Basey just 
beating Helios for second place. The latter was 
again favorite and was again handled none too 
well by jockey Steele. It is probable that Helios ha - 
gone I tack iu form, too. Theresa Gill showed a 

Might of speed from the start and drew out in tlie 
stretch. With more vigorous handling Helios would 
have beaten Jim Basey for second place. 

Several of the lietter class of selling platers 
started iu tlie closing race, with Winning Witch and 
Joe Dciliolil absorbing most of tlie speculative at 
tention. Winning Witch ran fairly well, considering 
the rough usage to which she was subjected, hut Joe 
Deibold's poor showing was in glaring contrast to 
his previous winning effort. Ambrose's victory in 
tlie race over Bonne Chance was due to Ivederls' 
superior riding ability. 

The public started off auspiciously when they se- 
lected Korfliage in tlie opener. Bae had the support 
of the Idg operators and was the post favorite, 
but lie ran behind tlie Yanke racer all the way. 

Grosvenor. favorite in the second race, led through- 
out and beat Wcyanoke handily at the finish. Water- 
bass. another favorite, had tii lie ridden out to the 
limit to withstand tin* far-western youngster, King 
Worth, in the third race. Guide Post, benefited by 
a good rider in the saddle, led all the way in the 
fifth race and beat Ocean Queen.
